For another thing, the num¬ 
ber of bond buyei's is not nearly 
so large as it should be. It is 
the heartily expres.sed wish ol 
Pre.sidenl W'il.son and Secretary 
McAdoo that distribution of the 
bonds be made just as wide as 
is possible. Many individuals 
have not yet bought at all or in 
proportion to their known abil¬ 
ity, and it is these who must be 
leached. 

Distribution Committeemen 
are expected to continue their 
efforts to get every person a.s- 
signed to them on record, either 
as buying or refusing. \'arious 
excu.ses have been encountered 
for not buying, especially that 
of having bought elsewhere. In 
such ca.ses the .solicitor is ex¬ 
pected to report the amount and 
place where the subscription 
was made.

The fact is more tlian that. It is 
■almost .a matter of life and death 
to America; a matter of victory or 
defetit. Our supply of wheat lias lie- 
eome alarmiiiKly short and thorn Is 
no relief in the situation for five 
monttis, or until the next harvest. 
After April 1 there will only ho 
availalile In California six pounds 
of will at Hour and wheat products 
eomliltied for each person. If you 
eat more than your share you arc 
depriving someone else of his or 
her rlKlitfiil share. 

This sltiiallon puts It squarely up 
to the peoiile of every state In the 
unioti whether they will deny them¬ 
selves their wheat dishes or will 
force America on bread rations and 
the allies to still greater suffering 
than they are now undergoing. It 
is the voluntary saving on the part 
of the Individual which will give the 
answer to this question of life and 
death. 'Phis saving is the acid test 
of your patriotism. 

Uriefly the new rules provide that 
no person should eat more than one 
and one half pound of wheat in any 
one week. If your dally breakfast 
food contains this quantity of wheat 
or wheat products you have con¬ 
sumed your wheat, rations, and 
should not eat other wheat tn ANY 
SIIAPK OK KOUM 

We now have a fair supply of 
corn and oats for human eonsump- 
tlon and these should he used as 
suhstitutes for wheat In every case 
whore It Is posslhlo. There are also 
great quantities of potatoes and 
fresh vegetables. It Is the urgent 
rv'quost of the tl. fl. Food Administra¬ 
tion that every Individual give up 
every hit of wBeat or wheat product 
food and In their stead use vege¬ 
tables or potatoes or corn or oats.

Torn and oats may 
also he used hut the drain oii rye 
and barley has alreaily greatly ex¬ 
hausted the supply of these grains. 

To effect the needed saving of 
wheat we aro wholly dependent upon 
the voluntary assistance of the Amer¬ 
ican people and we ask that every 
household uso not more than one 
and one half pounds per week of 
wheat products per person. This 
means not more than one and three 
fourths pounds of victory liread con¬ 
taining the required 20 r 5 - of suh- 
stltntes and nhoul one-half pound 
of cooking flour, maearonl. crackers, 
pastry, pies, cakes and wheat break¬ 
fast rereals all combined. 

There Is no limit upon the nso 
of other flours hut Instead of using 
them the IT. S. Food .Administration 
again urges the substitution of po¬ 
tatoes and fresh vegetahlos. 

Many thousands of families 
throughout the land are now using 
no wheat products whatever except 
a very small amount for eooklng 
purposes, and are doing so with per¬ 
fect health and satisfaction. There 
la no vital reason why thousanils of 
others cannot do the same. 

With the arrival of the new har¬ 
vest we should he able to re.lax such 
restrictions hut until that time we 
ask for the necessary patience and 
sacrlflco by the people.

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BONDED DEBT 
COMPARISONS 

A comparison of the outstand¬ 
ing bonded indelitedness of the 
cities in Los Angeles county, 
made for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1910, and June 30, 
1917, shows a slight decrease for 
the latter year. 

The total of bonds outstand¬ 
ing, 1917, was $48,497,833.75. 
Bonds outstanding, 1917, 
amounted to $48,439,285. The 
total increases during the year 
came to $1,189,135, and the total 
decreases to $1,247,083.75. The 
net decrease was $58,.548.75. 

Only five cities increa.sed their 
bonded indebtedness during the 
year. These were Alhambra, 
Claremont, Eagle Rock, Manhat¬ 
tan Beach and Santa Monica. 
All other cities show decreases. 
I. 1 OS Angeles had a decrease of 
$1,073,312..50. 

From the foregoing it appears 
that the I'ush to issue bonds has 
somewhat subsided. The peo¬ 
ple are becoming better ac¬ 
quainted with the economic sig¬ 
nificance of tlie bonding habit, 
and the pre.sent tendency is to 
scrutinize municipal projects 
more closely before i.ssuing 
bonds. During the war iieriod 
no bonds should be issued, ex¬ 
cept for the most imperative 
purpo.ses, such as the Monrovia 
water liond project to be voted 
on April 23.
